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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a coating for a surgical article, classified in class 523, 
subclass 122. 

II. Claims 9-16, drawn to a surgical suture with bioabsorbable material, 
classified in class 606, subclass 230. 

III. Claims 17-21 , drawn to a method of suturing a wound, classified in class 
606, subclass 228. 

IV. Claims 22-26, drawn to an implantable medical device having a coating, 
classified in class 623, subclass 1 .46. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process, as the attachment of a 
prosthesis to a section of tissue in the body. 

3. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination [Group I] as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination [Group II] as claimed for 
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patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the coating 
may be used on an alternative surgical article such as a stent or artificial valve, or an 
external surgical article, such as a bandage. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as closing a wound on the body, and may incorporate various bioabsorbable 
copolymerizable monomers such as alkylene carbonate or glycolide. 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination [Group I] as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination [Group IV] as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the coating 
may be used on surgical articles that are not implantable to incorporate additional 
antimicrobial properties, such as a bandage. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as coating a wire or surgical instrument used in surgical applications. 

5. Inventions II are IV related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination IV has separate utility such as 
maintain an open vessel within the body. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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6. The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

7. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. During a telephone conversation with Mark Farber on 24 August 2006, a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-8. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 9-26 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. Due to the complexity of the 
restriction, the supervisor of art unit 1714 requested this restriction be mailed so that the 
requirement will be made clear on the record.
